cape punisb ment. 

3, Whites and Negroes each bare 
8 panpers to 1,000 population, while 
the whites are 64 to 1 in wealth, and 
100 to 1 in good paying positions. 

4. The Negroes dis twice as fast ns 
the whites, but the whites bave great- 
er comforts, 'and many advantages ns 
regards «killed medical attention. 

6, The whites have .61 of 1 per cent 
divorces; Negroes, .67 of 1 per cont. 
The whites have 2,000 years' advan- 
tage in civilization. 

6. In the whole country there are 25 
Negroes to 75 whites who own their 
homes; the proportion shguld be 1 
Negro to 6 whites.

Bnt why prevent this evidence of 
Nero fitness for civilization? Why dig 
np the censns comparizons, to the dis- 
paragement of the white man? These 
things have no s#alutary inflaence up- 
on the race problem, They rather 
irritate the matter. They mean com- 
petition and combat, into which every 
differentiatiou of racial characteristics 
will be made to play a hartfal part. 

The Negro shonld no longer deceive 
himself, nor snffer himself to be de- 
ceived, about Northern sympathy. 
Jadge Tourgee, a few years ago, de- 
clared that the white men in this conn- 


| try who favor absolnte jnstice, com- 


plete civil rights, and fairness in all

The Negro must just take his chances. 
That is all. When the old, gray-baired 
veterans who followed General Lee's 
tattered banners to Appomattox shall 


| have passed away, the Negro's beat 
| friends will have gone; for the Negro 


got more ont of slavery than they did. 
*'Now there arose 1Þ & new king over 
Egypt, which knew not Joseph.” 

Let the Negro lay aside his delnsions 
and dreams, and recognize the terri- 
ble, stern reglity of the sitnation. 
Whether North, South, East or West 
his aspirations are 
chained to a $stake, are cireamscribed 


| by Anglo-Saxon prejudice and might; 


his movements are circular, If he 
leap npward, it is only as the tide in 


| its frantic and futile endeavor to reach 


the moon. If edncation wealth, reli- 
gion, cannot solve the question, then 
what can? There is no solution ex- 
cept (1) in complete surrender of racial 
pride and ambition; (2) in absorption 
by the very worst element of whites; 
or (3) in volnutary or involuntary de- 
portation. I do not deny that there 
are, aud will be, individual exceptions; 
but I am speaking of races, not indi- 
viduals, 

We have the rise and decay of na- 
tions pointed ont; and we are told to 
stand still and wait upon the salvation 
of the Lord. Yesterday I heard the 
sonnd of martial strains. I looked, and 
saw the prond**'Mistress of the world” in 
holiday attire celebrating the triumph- 
ant return of a Cezar, leading three 
hundred kings among his captives. 
This morning I beard « rqguiem. I 
looked. The conquering Cesar hgd 
turned to clay, the once invincible 
legions were rotting and their 
bones bleaching upon « thousand bat- 
tle-fields. Rome had her toes turned 
toward the blue skies; and the barba- 
rian was beating his tom-tom and 
dancing npon her lifeless bosom. Still 
race problems remain. The facts in 
our case today are steadfast. 

This is hard view. I know that 
there are thousands of kind 8ouls— 
good-feeling, God-fearing white men 
and women in the North—who will 
throw up their hands in horror at these 
statemepts, But the facts remain the 
«name. I know that there are thon- 
sands of noble and generous white 
men and women in the South who will

minate, burling anathemas of excom» 
munication from the race —aye, cours 
demning to eterual exile ''any pereen 


triumph of Christian tendencies t&## 
ward the unification of all races ofa 
the American continent, dexigned by 
God ' for the' purposs.” But, like

well nnderstand, as Provident Me+

Let him, withont thought of 
s0lving this problem, go right on, e& 
neating himzelf in all the eaential 
principles of the higbest Christian civ+- 
ilization that he can get hold of, mak- 
ing of himnelf a polite, law-abiding, 
peacefnl, indastrions, dignified many 
full of honor and integrity, in his 
own sphere, and be will bave fnlfilled 
what zeems to be the highest law of 
being; and in God's eyes no race can 
climb higher. That people who have; 
thrown into the world the beat; 
thoughts of divine truth —the Jows-—— 
have had their problem for forty or | 
more centuries. They have suffered 
most, but have helped the Horld mot. 
As freemen, they tanght «piritnal trath 
and right-doing as no other people? 
have done, As slaves, they bnilt the 
enigmatical pyramids and weird 
*#phynx, constructed the wonderfuF 
walls and hanging gardens, and the ; 
gigantic colizenm. While they are 
not enpreme in any nation, they are 
power in all, and maintain their iden- 
tity, personality, and integrity every+ 
where. 

So far as the zolntion of- the race 
problem on American s0il is concerns 
ed, I have prexented, -above, a very 
pessimintic view—as Some people 
conut pesntumsm. Yet to me, it is an 
iridesceut picture. No sick man is 
likely to call in s phyvician natil b 
feels the need of gnch azzigtance.

Church Ritbels Expelled. 

Rev. Dr. J. 8. Flipper was appoint- 
ed a few years ago, at the head of a 
committee of eleven able ministers, to 
try « brother charged with rebellion. 
His committees met, the accnsed was 
found gnilty of rebelling against the 
African Methodist Episcopsl Church, 
and its rules and regulations. The 
Doctor did not declare him snspended 
from all official daties 'till his next 
conference, but following the example 
of Rev. D. A. Payne, afterwards Bish- 
op, and Rev. John Cornish, Pastor of 
Bethel chnrch, Philadelphia, many 
long years ago, proceeded to declare 
him expelled.

The 
United States government shonld ex- 
ercise special oversight, both at ports 
of sailing and throngh its consnlar ser- 
vice at all points of destination in Af- 
rica, The government should require 
the society to furnizh well-accredited 
physicians to accompany each colony 
and expedition, who should remain 
with the people at least one year. No 
penniless emigrant shonld be allowed 
in any colony; every family sbould be 
required to hare snfficient snpplies fos 
twelve months, I have traveled ex- 
tensively from Sierra Leone to Lagos, 
and all independent emigrants —that 
is, those who have gone out alone are 
toing well; Aarne; they -bring 
snfficienut for one season, and ant- 
formly have the encouragement of the 
native, and 0 begin well the battle of 
life, They work; they do and dare; 
they have no perpetnal grumblings 
against the people nor the government, 
I conld give scores of names of fami- 
lies who -are happy in Liberia, with 
productive ſarms, - paying mercautile 
business—rannng private banking, 
loan and investment business, and 
know whereof they affirm when they 
nay, Phe love of liberty brought us

The banquet of Fri- 
day evening in honor of the delogates 
of the Afro-American Conneil, was 
given by the Fellowship Club, Allen's 
Cafe, 3033 Dearborn street; William 
F. Taylor, Prestlent; R. A. J. Shaw, 
Secretary, and twenty-five others, con- 
Sisting of many of the most distin- 
gnished men of Chicago. We wish we 
had time and space to notice the 
names, fine addresses and snbjects 
disenssed during -tbe- evening. The 
banquet at the Sherman House, over 
which Mrs. Barnett presided, consist- 
ed of both ladies and gentlemen, and 
was an aftair of snch magnificent pro- 
portions that a description of it would 
be impossible, if time and space were 
not preessing ns, The attendants and 
waiters were all white, and the menn 
was of the highest order, reminding 
ns of an experience we had in Paris a 
few years ago. - While better order

Coronet, Roperr CG. InGrr&0LL, 
who recently departed this life, was 
without exception the greatest friend 
the black man had upon the American 
continent. True he was an infide]; 
he did not believe in the church, in 
the cardinal doctrines of Christianity; 
he made fun of the preachers, hurled 
pun missiles at them in conntless num- 
bers, but as a hnmanitarian, philan- 
thropist and a hater of injustice, every 
form of wrong, outrage and persecu- 
tion, he had no snperiors in this 
country, and but few equals. In one 
particular he snrpassed finety-nine- 
hundredths of the white ministers 
of the nation; he loved his neighbor as 
himself, In the virtues that make np 
practical Obristianity, he towered 
above snch preachers as Talmage, 
Sam Jones, Dixon and that ilk, as the 
Rocky mountains tower above a mole 
hill, My God, if Ingersoll is lost, 
then double damnation awaits the 
misanthropic, Negro-hating and devil- 
hearted hypocrites who are pretending 
to be s0 pious, with months as poison 
as adders; they are worse than rattle- 
snakes, for a rattleenake will bother 
no one, man or beast, unless he is first 
intruded npon. We have white preach- 
ers in this conntry, who publicly en- 
dorse lynchings and thereby enconr- 
age murdering, as8a88ination and the 
slanghter of hnaman beings, without 
judge, jury, reas0n or 8n8picion, yet 
harping about getting to heaven, and 
pretending to shed tears at the casta- 
way of Ingersoll. If ve conld believe 
8nch bloody banded and villainous 
reverence could ever pass through the 
pearly gates of the New Jerusalem 
and espy Ingersoll in hell, we wonld 
be tempted to charge the Almighty 
with cruelty. In a conversation with 
the great orator, year before last, after 
thanking him for the services he bad 
rendered onr race, we said: Colonel, 
"what a pity & wan of your great gifts 
foes not believe in God,” He replied: 
**My God, is to do right, help the poor 
and needy. I do more charitable work 
yearly than any ten chnrchmen in 
America.” And we believe he did, 
from what be enumerated as his year- 
ly contribations to schools, 8, 
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his race enable him to present with 
truth the pictare of which the octoroon 
forms the central fignre. Whitman 
corrects many of the false impressions 
which have gone ont concerning the 
octoroon, and shows that some of the 
most tender of sonthern memories clus- 
ter around this type of the race. From 
the narrative point of view alone the 
story which he tells in the poem is 
*trikingly beantifal and true to life. 
Some 180lated fragments of the poem 
are here cited in order to *show the 
style of the writer. This bit of de- 
zoriptive verse strikingly portrays the 
honr of twilight on the southern plan- 
tation:

Blackstone, the bighest legal anthor 
ity, *ays: «Murder is when * person 
of #onnd memory #nd discretion nn- 
lawfully killeth. auy. reasanable crea- 
ture in being, and under the king's 
peace, with malice or afdrethonght, 
either exPreased or implied.” 

Now, in the definition, there is no 
noral right mentioned, while I admit 
that legal authority is implied. 

Now, what does Bro. Moore mean 
"moral right” and legal anthor- 

Does he mean that one man or 
a body of men has or have « right to 
kill another npon a «npposed crime, 
wvithont a fair and impartial - trial?

There can be no legal authority for 
the killing of « human being only by 
the decree of the courts of our land, 
regardless of cireumstances, aud- in 
this ca*e the conrts had not decreed 
that the victim should be deprived of 
his life. 

Moore asks: *Who 1s a mur- 
derer?” According to Webster and 
Blackstone, who are acknowledged 
authorities, avy man is a murderer 
who takes the life of another without 
authority from the courts of the land.

The 
chances are that the cost of transpor- 
tation cannot be reduced very mnoh 
farther. It is not advieable to out 
wages. The thing that will be done 
therefore will be to still farther con- 
solidate railroad aystems in order to 
rednce operating expenses. 

There is no donbt that the cost of 
operating the New York Central and 
Pennsylvania railways could be cnt 
down hnndreds of thonsands of dollars 
annnally by placing them nader one 
management. And if they shonld be 
put into ons aystem there are other 
roads which wonld be absorbed by 
them. Indeed, the work of consolida- 
tion might go on nntil there wonld be 
but two or three railway systems in 
the conntry. The work of building 
railroads is pretty nearly over. Only 
a thonsand or 80 miles of road a year

and give something to their sharehold- 
ers. This question of railway consol- 
idation has already asmumed very 
great importance, but it looks as if its 
importance would become very much 
greater b#fore it is settled. — Morning

Rev, J, M. Dwane, Vicar Bishop of 
the A. M. E. Charch in Sonth Africs, 
bimself « native Kaffir, is bead of the 
Negro «chool., He was educated for 
the ministry in England, and is in 
perefect tonch with the Sonth African 
races, 
The whole plan centers in the col- 
lege at Queenstown. It will train not 
only preachers, bnt teachers, doctors, 
engineers and business men. In other 
words, it will do for the Sonth African 
Negro, *tarting at the beginning, what 
Wilberforce University and other Ne- 
gro training *chools are doing, after 
long delay, for the American Negro. 
The Sonth African will be tanght the 
arts of civilization by people of his 
own race, men and women born in his 
own village possibly, and who have 
never lost tonch with native methods 
of thonght. Sixteen Kaffir boys aud 
girls are now receiving religions and 
indnstrial training at Wilberforce. 
Another young Kaffir is stndying med- 
jcine at Howard University, Washing- 
ton, When these go back. to Qneens- 
town, no others will be trained in this 
conntry, but the teachers will all be 
trained in their own conntry. The 
object is to keep all the workers, yonng 
men aud women, always in close tonch 
with their own race, their work at 
home, thns being assnred the highest 
degree of effectiveness. The people 
are quick to take np indnatrial arts, 
and make good workmen. Above all, 
their «elf-reliance has never been 
broken. 
The school, 0 far, is represented by 
a twelve-acre tract at Qneenstown, and 
seventeen teachers in training. The 
teachers will zo00n be graduated, and 
they mnst have « honss in which to 
teach and funds for snbsiatence.

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The greatest convention of colored 
ladies that ever axvembled in the 
United States convened in Qninn 
Chapel,A. M. E. Chnreb, Chicago, Hl., 
Ang. 14th,and remained in sexsion day 
aud night until Ang. 17th, Mrs. Mary 
Church Terrell of Washingtcn, D, C., 
Prevident. A lady of finished *cholar- 
«hip, well informed in partiamentary 
rales, and exceedingly apt in main- 
taining peace, good hnmor and turn- 
ing everything into « rapid disporal 
of bneinees, The only thing we 
heard her criticized abont was one of 
the most, commenAable qualities con- 
nected with her previdency, So far, 
froffi introducing every little pigmy 
and bob- tail perzon to the consnmp- 
tion of time and the detriment of im- 
portant bnsiness, she introdneed no- 
body to her convention, gentlemen, 
ladies, lawyers, doctors, prelates, Bigh- 
ops, orators, or any one. The con- 
vention convisted of abont a hundred 
and seventy-five of the most distin- 
gnizhed ladies of the comntry; and 
zcores of thYablest addreazcs were de- 
livered from mannscript and off.hand 
we ever liztened to, Indeed, Mrs. 
Yates of Kansas City, Mo., grappled 
with metaphysics in «a manner we have 
never heard vurpaezed, It wonld 
be a wane of time to attempt 
to name the able ladies prezent; 
as we kept no notes, and to name the 
few we can remember --and to omit the 
names of others, might possibly give 
offense, 50 we bad better omit all of 
their names; but « grander cluster of 
females, beaaty, intelligence, learning, 
oratory, and polizbed diction, we do 
not believe ever aszembled of any 
color in female flesh, Moreover, ev- 
ery phase of the race questian con- 
nected with this conntry was consid- 
ered and paszed npon, anch as race 
discrimination, prejudice, disfran- 
chisement, jim-crow cars, child-bear-

The only thing 
that they exhibited profonnd ignorance 
about was emigration. Yet, « number 
were willing to try that if it wonld 
benefit the race. But, io addition to 
the fact that women are not statesmen, 
the large majority of thoso who were 
present are above the lowly condition 
of our people in this conntry, and, as 
a general rule, people judge everybody 
to « greater or less extent by their own 
«tatns, Hence, it is not sarprizing 
that the bulk shonld be opposed to 
emigration. We were sarprizsed, how- 
ever, to find that we had snch a galaxy 
of grand women belonging to the Af- 
ricanite race in this conntry, If onr 
men do not wake up, the women will 
«arpass them at an immensnrable dis- 
tance.

Yon are giv- 
ing the youth of the country that 
which neither moth nor rust can de- 
sﬆtroy, and which makes him wizet, 
nobler, and —_ for baving lived in 
the world. It is by this method that 
he learns man's highest duty to God 
as well as to man, < 

Whatever may be «aid abont Morris 
Brown QOollege, whatever criticiem 
may be made of its prezent manage- 
ment, whether with reference to trus- 
tes, faculty or executive board, there 
is no gainsaying the fact that ahe_ is 
making rapid progress along all lines, 

Under Bishop Turner, the scbool bas 
paid off all of its mortgages, with inter- 
ent. The facnlty and oxpenscs of the 
gchool have been increaved to over 
$2,000 a year, with a splendid - corps 
of teachers, The enrollment has 
grown to more than 400 pupils. The 
president is among the most active 
and vigilant in the conntry. If there 
is zuch « thing as «a man being called to 
« certain kind of work, then President 
Henderson' was called to Morris 
[Brown College. His good wifs 1s 16 
be cougratulated upon the very excel- 
lent manuer in which she bas conduct- 
ed the boarding department, with no 
compensation, aave board. 

Poor stndents have been helped 
from time to time and kept in aochool 
three or four months after their money 
had given ont, Still they bave board- 
ed at $5.75 a month. A boy or girl 
who was deserving has never been al- 
lowed to leave school for the want of 
aid, regardless of denomination. 

Our teachers are paid far less than 
the teachers of Wilberforce. 

On this hill, we have standing two 
brick wings, with stone trimmings, 
four stories high, heated | by astoves. 
These two wings cont $18,000, and are 
very substantial, They were inade- 
quate to accommodate the number of 
stndents Tast term, 80 that we were 
foreed to put three and four 
in & bed. Class rooms were made 
bed rooms, etc. This state of affairs, 
besides being unhealthy, was both 
nncomfortable and humiliating in 
many respects. 

At ons time the execntive board de- 
cided to erect on the grounds « two 
story wooden structure to be nsed as a 
dormitory for boys, but npon consid- 
eration it was found to be nnwise to do 
this, as #nch a bnilding would be tem- 
porary.. Atiſthe trustee meeting last 
May they ordered the main building, 
five story brick, to be put np at the 
loweat possible price, 0 that we might 
be able to nse it this term. The plans 
have been fully arranged. I pray God 
that no man, woman or ghild within 
the borders of this great state of Geor- 
gia will zay it can not, owght not, it 
muzt not be done.
